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OPA TEMPORARILY EXTENDS 
1944 PRICES TO 1945 PACK 


Amendment to Supplement 7 Leaves 
Subsidy Question Unanswered 


On May 31, 1945, the Office of Price 
Administration amended Supplement 7 
to Food Products Regulation 1 to pro- 
vide that for any canned product “on 
which a subsidy is payable,” the pro- 
visions of Supplement 7 shall apply 
“during the year 1044 and after.” This 
amendment became effective May 31, 
1045, 

This OPA action, however, appears 
to leave canners who desire to sell any 
of their 1945 production for civilian 
sales in a complete quandary as to what 
their ceiling prices are to be. As 
pointed out in INrormation Lerrer No. 
1037, May 19, 1045, page 8630, some 
OPA action was necessary in order to 
provide for ceiling prices on the four 
major vegetables packed after April 30, 
145. OPA has now specified that Sup- 
plement 7 is to apply. Subparagraph 
(a) (1) of Section 5 of Supplement 
7 provides that the canner, after his 
gross maximum price is computed, 
shall “as to any product for which a 
subsidy is payable... subtract from 
his gross maximum price the amount 
of the direct subsidy payable per unit 
of the finished product.” 


But at the present time no subsidy is 
payable; no directive has been issued 
authorizing such subsidy; and no sub- 
sidy contracts have been executed cov- 
ering the 1945 packs. 


The Statement of Considerations ac- 
companying this new OPA amendment 
throws no light on this problem. It 
reads: “As to those products on which 
a subsidy is payable, Supplement 7 as 
originally issued applied to products 
packed during the period March 1, 1944, 
to April 30, 1945. This period is the 
sume as the period of pack and period 
for “eligible sales“ speeified in the 
original subsidy agreement between 
Commodity Credit Corporation and can- 
ners, covering the 1044 pack. The ac- 
companying amendment deletes the ref- 
erence to the period of pack for subsi- 
dized products and thus extends the 
coverage of the Supplement to products 
packed during the year 1044 and after. 
By an amendment to Directive 13 (the 
directive covering the 1944 subsidy pro- 
gram for canned vegetables), the War 


Food Administration has been author- 
ized by the Office of Economic Stabiliza- 
tion to extend the period of ‘eligible 
sales’ under the CCC's agreement with 
canners to June 30, 1045. As to the 
four major vegetables packed on and 
after May 1, 1045, it is contemplated 
that they will be covered by the 1045 
proposed subsidy program.” 

While the Statement reports that the 
OES has authorized the extension of 
the period for “eligible sales” under 
the 1044 subsidy contract, so far as is 
known no such extension has as yet 
been made and the controlling date for 
sales of the 1044 pack is still April 30, 
1945. Moreover, as pointed out in the 
INFORMATION Letrer for May 19, there 
is some question as to whether any 1045 
subsidy, when finally announced, will 
be made retroactive to cover any por- 
tion of the 1945 pack processed prior

Grower Prices for Berries for 
Processing Set by WFA and OPA 


Average grower prices for berries 
for processing, except blueberries, cran- 
berries and Corvallis and Redheart 
strawberries, that will be used in con- 
structing processors’ ceiling prices for 
the 1945 packs of processed berries 
were announced jointly on May 30 by 
the War Food Administration and the 
Office of Price Administration. These 
prices are the same as those for 1044. 


If the average price paid by any 
processor for any kind of berries is less 
than the announced price, his ceiling 
prices for processed berries will be 
based upon the actual average price 
paid. Average grower prices for blue- 
berries, cranberries and Corvallis and 
Redheart strawberries for processing 
are expected to be announced soon. 

In order to participate in the guar- 
anty purchase program for canned ber- 
ries, WFA announced, canners must 
pay for each purchase of berries for 
canning not less than the applicable 
grower price for raw fruit. 

The following average grower prices 
which are listed in cents per pound, 
will be used during the 1945 season : 

Strawberries (Ettersburg) stemmed, 
17; strawberries (other, except Cor-

DETAILS OF CITRUS PRICES 
AND SUBSIDIES ARE ISSUED 


Ceflings Based on Grower Prices Set 
Industry Earnings at 4% 0% 


The Office of Economic Stabilization, 
through the issuance of Directive 49, 
effective May 25, has set forth the de- 
tails of the pricing and subsidy pro- 
grams for the 1944-45 canned citrus 
pack. The OBS, in this directive, which 
was published in the May 20 Federal 
Register, also established an earnings 
standard for this season of 4%½ per cent 
on current sales for the canned citrus 
industry. 


Under the directive, ceiling prices for 
canned grapefruit juice are to remain 
at the average 1948-44 levels. These 
prices to the civilian trade, however, 
will reflect only a part of the raw prod- 
uct costs authorized by the War Food 
Administration. The remainder of the 
raw product costs will be covered by 
a Commodity Credit Corporation sub- 
sidy. 

Canned orange juice and blended 
orange and grapefruit juice will not 
be subsidized. The Office of Price Ad- 
ministration is directed to establish 
ceiling prices for these items that will 
reflect the 44% per cent profit standard 
by allowing as raw products costs the 
actual price paid by the canner, but 
not to exceed the official grower prices 
established by WFA. 


The grower prices which have been 
authorised by the WFA for the 1944-45 
citrus pack are as follows: 


Grapefruit—Florida, $37.30 per ton 
“on tree” basis or $43.27 per ton de- 
livered cannery” basis from beginning 
of season to December 31, 1944, and 
$35.67 per ton “on tree” basis or $41.55 
per ton “delivered cannery” basis on 
and after January 1, 1945, to end of 
season; Texas, $25 per ton “on tree” 
basis or $29.75 per ton “delivered can- 
nery” basis; and California and Ari- 
zona, $21 per ton “on tree” basis or $28 
per ton “delivered cannery” basis. 


Oranges — Florida, $47.55 per 

f. o. b. packing house or roadside basis 
or $49.75 per ton “delivered cannery” 
basis; Texas, $41.55 per ton f.0.b. pack- 
ing house or roadside basis or $43.75 
per ton “delivered cannery” basis; and 
California and Arizona, $51.94 per ton, 
packing house or roadside basis. 


Canners’ ceiling prices for blended 


orange and grapefruit juice will be 
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based on the above grower prices for 
oranges and grapefruit, with the excep- 
tion that grower price of $35.67 per ton 
for grapefruit shall be used in con- 
structing ceiling prices for blended cit- 
rus juices made from Florida fruit. 


Canned Milk Statistics 


In April manufacturers of canned 
evaporated milk were already produc- 
ing at a flush season level according 
to the Bureau of Agricultural Bconom- 
les. Estimated at 386,750,000 pounds, 
the production in April was the largest 
production of record for the month, 23 
per cent larger than in April last year 
and 45 per cent larger than the 5-year 
(1089-43) average. Only in two other 
years, 1044 and 1042, has either the 
May or June production—the months 
of peak output—exceeded this year's 
April figure. At this time (May 28), it 
appears that the record production of 
445,605,000 pounds in May, 1942, will be 
exceeded by this year's May output. 

Cumulative production, for the first 
four months of 1048, of canned evapo- 
rated milk totaled 1,220,750,000 pounds, 
a gain of 24 per cent over the produc- 
tion for the corresponding period last 
year. 

Production of canned condensed milk 
in April was estimated at 13,975,000 
pounds, practically unchanged from the 
13,900,000 pounds produced in April last 
year, but 117 per cent larger than the 
5-year April average. From January 
through April, 1045, the estimated pro- 
duction of canned condensed milk to- 
taled 43,325,000 pounds, a decrease of 
2 per cent from the output of the same 
period last year. 

Stocks of canned evaporated milk 
held by manufacturers at the end of 
April totaled 154,511,000 pounds, a de- 
crease of 14 per cent from stocks held 
on the same date last year, and 4 per 
cent from the 5-year (1039-48) April 
end average. Stocks of canned con- 
densed milk totaled 11,200,000 pounds, 
84 per cent larger than the April end 
stocks of last year; and 83 per cent 
larger than the 5-year average.

to its effective date. Thus, there is no 
present subsidy payable for 1045 and 
no announcement or assurance as to 
what period any subsidy which may be 
announced will cover. 

In these circumstances, there is com- 
plete uncertainty as to what the ceiling 
prices for civilian sales are to be up to 
the time that a subsidy covering 1945 
packs becomes “payable.” OPA ap- 


parently would like to see civilian sales 
continue at the 1944 prices. It is sug- 
gested that Section 310 of FRR 1 
might have the effect of requiring the 
canner to adhere to his 1044 civilian 
price once having established it under 
Supplement 7. Whether this section 
can be so read is open to serious doubt. 
Moreover, there is grave question as to 
the basic legality of requiring a canner 
to sell at a price which assumes the 
existence of a subsidy when no subsidy 
in fact is available at this time. It 
would likewise be impossible to apply 
the subsidy deduction language of Sup- 
plement 7 literally since no one knows 
the amount of any 1945 subsidy which 
may be made available. Insofar as 
OPA is concerned, it apparently would 
not look with favor upon civilian sales 
of the 1945 pack at the gross maximum 
price, pending the institution of a sub- 
sidy program for 1945, even though 
the literal application of subparagraph 
(a) (1) (ill) of Section 5 of Supplement 
7 might yield this result. Attempts to 
secure clarification of this problem, 
resulting from the difference in timing 
by the controlling agencies, are being 
continued. 


Soil Fertilizers and Disease 
Control in Growing Vegetables 


Several tests made at the New York 
State Agricultural Experiment Station 
with untreated and Spergon-treated pea 
seed on soll receiving different fertilizer 
treatments showed that the largest 
benefits from treatment were always 
obtained on fertile soil and that the full 
benefits from the fertilizers were real- 
ized only when the seed was treated. 
In other words, the two kinds of treat- 
ments work as a team since one supple- 
ments the other. 


For example, 600 pounds of 5-20-5 
fertilizer per acre increased the yield 
of shelled peas by only 358 pounds 
(from 1,422 to 1,780 pounds) where 
untreated seed were sown; but in the 
same field where Spergon-treated seed 
were used, the fertilizer increased 
yields by 705 pounds. Thus, over half 
the value of the fertilizer was lost 
where seed treatment was omitted in 
this test. Untreated seed sown in un- 
fertilized soil produced 1,422 pounds of 
peas, whereas treated seed in fertilized 
soll produced 2,834 pounds per acre. 

A similar relationship holds for fer- 
tilizer treatments and spraying to pre- 
vent leaf blight on tomatoes. In a 
severely infected field, unfertilized, un- 
sprayed plants produced 7.0 tons, 
whereas sprayed plants supplied with 
1,200 pounds of 38-12-12 fertilizer per 
acre produced 24.3 tons of marketable 


fruit. The spraying of unfertilized 
plants with copper oxychloride-sulfate 
increased the value of the crop by 888 
an acre, whereas spraying the ones in 
fertilized soil increased the value by 
almost $200, The records also showed 
that less than half the potential value 
of the fertilizer was obtained in plots 
that were left unsprayed. 


Although leaf blight was unusually 
severe in this particular field, the gen- 
eral principles revealed can be safely 
applied to tomato spraying in general, 
Sprays probably should be used only on 
the more productive flelds where plants 
are inherently capable of producing a 
large enough crop to pay for the pro- 
tection afforded by sprays. 

Fertilizer tests in relation to pea 
root-rot and yield again showed that in- 
creases in commercial yields could be 
obtained on soils that were moderately 
infested with pea root-rot organisms 
with the application of adequate 
amounts of fertilizer. These data cor- 
roborated those obtained during the 
past six years on experimental areas 
with known root-rot fungus history and 
where peas have been grown in a four- 
year rotation for the past 16 years. 

Replicated tests showed that where 
no commercial fertilizer had been ap- 
plied, 89 per cent of the plants were 
affected with root-rot. Only 65 per cent 
of the plants had root-rot in those plats 
receiving 600 pounds per acre of vari- 
ous complete commercial fertilizers. 
The plants in the fertilized plats had 
much better developed root systems and 
sturdier stems than those in the unfer- 
tilized plats. The nonfertilized plats 
produced an average yield of 1,008 
pounds of peas to the acre, while the 
fertilized plats produced an average 
yield of 3,524 pounds of peas per acre.

vallis and Redheart) stemmed, 15; red 
raspberries, 15; black raspberries, 13; 
youngberries, 12; boysenberries, 12; 
loganberries, 12; blackberries, 12; and 
gooseberries, 8. 

Specific prices were not named for 
other varieties of berries, including cur- 
rants. In the case of other berries the 
ceiling prices for the 1945 packs of 
processed berries will permit each proc- 
essor to pay three cents per pound more 
than the weighted average price he was 
permitted to use as the raw product 
cost under the provisions of the OPA 
price regulation covering the 1942 pack. 


Grower prices are at processors’ cus- 
tomary receiving point and are based 
upon the customary grading procedure 
and tolerances for defective fruit.

EXTENSION SERVICE BILL 
SENT TO THE PRESIDENT 


Fish Subsidy Legislation Introduced; 
Other Activities in Congress 


As the Senate was in session only 
one day this week, most of the activity 
took place in the House. However, the 
Senate passed the Legislative appropri- 
ations bill (II. R. 3100) but voted down 
four attempts to include the $2,500 a 
year additional expense allowance for 
Senate members. 


Meanwhile the House passed the 
Trade Agreements bill and the RFC 
subsidies legislation, approved the Con- 
ference report on funds and authority 
for the development of Cooperative 
Agricultural Extension work, and the 
first fish subsidy bill was introduced. 


The proposed Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements legislation, which extends 
the life of the act another three years 
and authorizes the President to reduce 
or increase by 50 per cent the rates 
in effect on January 1, 1045, was passed 
by the House late last week and re- 
ferred to the Senate Finance committee 
on Monday, 


The bill (S. 502) continuing certain 
RFC subsidy programs, with a commit- 
tee amendment that increased by $35,- 
000,000 the subsidy on the meat-slaugh- 
tering program and with a proviso pro- 
tecting slaughterers who act in good 
faith in the program, was passed by the 
House on Monday. 


The Senate Banking and Currency 
committee voted on Tuesday to report 
out 8. Con, Res, 30 to continue the life 
of the Emergency Price Control Act 
and the Stabilization Act another year 
without the amendments proposed on 
meat-slaughtering and on fair profits. 


The conference report on the bill 
(S. 383) to authorize funds and estab- 
lish authority for the development of 
Cooperative Agricultural Extension 
work, which includes canning and food 
preservation, was approved by the 
House on Monday and goes to the Pres- 
ident fo: signature. 


The first legislation on a fish subsidy 
was introduced by Representative Lane 
of Massachusetts. It proposes that a 
new section be added to the Stabiliza- 
tion Act of 1942 reading as follows: 


“The Secretary of Agriculture also 
shall so use the funds made available 
under section 3 of this Act, through a 
commodity loan, purchase, or other op- 
eration, taking into account the total 
funds available for such purposes for 
all commodities, so as to support during 
the continuance of the present war and 
until the expiration of the two-year 
period beginning with the Ist day of 
January immediately following the 
date upon which the President, by proc- 


lamation, or the Congress, concur- 
rent resolution, declares that tilities 
in the present war have terminated, a 
price for the producers of fishery com- 
modities (fresh fish or sea food), of 
not less than 90 per centum of the 1942 
average price therefor. 

“For the purposes of this subsection 
(c) fishermen and those persons allied 
with them in the catching and landing 
of fish and sea food shall be deemed 
to be producers of fishery commodities. 

“No fisherman shall be eligible to par- 
ticipate in the operations conducted 
under this subsection (c) unless he has, 
with respect to the fresh fish or sea 
food tendered, paid the persons allied 
with him in the catching and landing 
of such fish or sea food wages equal 
to those announced by the Secretary 
as the highest wages received by pro- 
ducers in the year 1942.” 

The House approved a measure (8. 
Con. Res. 14) to authorize the printing 
of extra copies of a report on a survey 
of the fishery resources of the United 
States and its Territories prepared by 
the Fish and Wildlife Service. 

The House Banking and Currency 
Committee reported on Wednesday H. 
R. 3814, which provides for the partici- 
pation of the United States in the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund and the 
International Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development. 


The Senate approved on Thursday 
the bill (H. R. 1804) extending for an- 
other three years the time within which 
a jurisdictional claim may be filed on 
behalf of the Tlingit and Haida Indians 
of Alaska under the Act of 1942. The 
legislation now goes to the President 
for signature. 

The Senate also began consideration 
on Thursday of the bill (H. R. 8024) ap- 
propriating funds for the Interior De- 
partment. 

Representative Anderson of New 
Mexico, chairman of the House com- 
mittee investigating food shortages, 
will commence hearings June 4 in 
Washington, D. C., on shortages in fats 
and oils, butter, poultry and eggs. The 
committee will hold hearings in Omaha, 
Neb., June 11; Minneapolis, Minn., June 
12; Yakima, Washington, June 13; 
Seattle, Wash., June 14; San Francisco, 
Calif., June 15; Los Angeles, Calif., 
June 16. 


Farm Price Index Still Rising 


Average prices rewived by famers 
in May did not differ greatly from those 
of the previous month. However, the 
prices of some truck crops declined 
seasonally, while potato prices advanced 
somewhat, the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics has reported. 

The index of prices received by farm- 
ers for April 1045 was 203, a new high 


for the present war and 5 points above 
March. An unusually sharp rise in the 
index for truck crop prices was the 
major factor in the rise in the index 
for all products. 

The index of prices paid by farmers, 
including interest and taxes, for April 
was 173, unchanged from March and 4 
points above April 1044. The ratio of 
prices received to prices paid, interest 
and taxes for April was 117. This was 
8 points above March, as a result of 
the increase in prices received. 


Wage Rates for Picking Peas in 
Oregon and Idaho Announced 


Maximum wage rates for picking 
certain varieties of peas for market in 
Malheur County, Oreg., and in Ada, 
Adams, Gem, Canyon, Owyhu, Payette, 
Valley, and Washington counties of 
Idaho, have been announced by the 
War Food Administration. 

Under the directives, both effective 
May 28, the maximum rates for picking 
short-pod varieties, including Laxton 
Progress and No. 9 Progress, cannot ex- 
ceed 65 cents per full bushel hamper. 
For long-pod varieties, including Glant 
Stride, the rate cannot exceed 55 cents. 

For Malheur County, Oreg., the di- 
rective will be administered by the Ore- 
gon WFA Wage Board, 701 Pittock 
Block, Portland, and for the Idaho 
counties by the Idaho WFA Wage 
Board at 621 Idaho Building, Boise, in 
accordance with specific wage ceiling 
regulations issued by the War Food 
Administrator on January 20, 1044, as 
revised March 23, 1948. 


Government Food Sales Listed 


Sales of government-owned surpluses 
of canned food items and dry beans and 
peas for April amounted to $700,202. 
About 92 per cent, or $651,040, of the 
sales consisted of canned peas, dry 
beans, and canned evaporated milk. 


The Ohio Canners Association has 
called a special meeting for June 15 
to be held at the Deshler-Wallick Hotel 
in Columbus, Ohio.

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WEA to Buy Canned Pilchards 
under Terms of Set-aside Order 


The War Food Administration, as the 
designated agency to purchase ali gov- 
ernment requirements of canned pil- 
chards, announced May 28 that it will 
now receive offers for the sale of such 
canned fish required to be set aside pur- 
suant to War Food Order 44. Pur- 
chases will be made under contracts 

executed in the name of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, 


The contract terms and conditions 
are set forth in three separate docu- 
ments: Form FDA-474, “Standard Con- 
tract Conditions,” contains conditions 
which may apply to purchase of all 
commodities; Form PBT-401, “Canned 
Fish—General Contract Conditions,” 
contains additional terms applying to 
purchases of canned fish; and Form 
PBO-408, “Canned Pilchards Offer of 
Sale,” which details the conditions ap- 
plying specifically to this type of fish. 


Offers must be submitted on pre- 
scribed Offer Form PBO-498, in an orig- 
inal and four signed copies and must be 
mailed to Contract Development Sec- 
tion, Procurement and Price Support 
Branch, Commodity Credit Corporation 
(08), War Food Administration, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C., at any time prior to 
September 1, 1945. Notice of acceptance 
will be given by telegram filed in Wash- 
ington, D. C., within fifteen days after 
the date of the offer. 


All No. 1 oval cans should be packed 
with tomato sauce, Natural style pil- 
chards in No. 1 oval cans are not ac- 
ceptable unless prior written approval 
has been granted to canner by a CCC 
contracting officer. Eight-ounce short 
(211 x 300) or % oblong cans will be 
accepted either natural style or with 
tomato sauce, but fillets and “short- 
cuts” in any size cans are not accept- 
able. 


Canners to Receive “A” Awards 


Thirteen canning plants with records 
of outstanding performance in the food 
field have been named by the War Food 
Administration to receive the food and 
agriculture achievement 4“ award. 
Ceremonies featuring the bestowal of 
the green “A” award flag to the plant 
and special pins to all employees will be 
held at each of the plants being hon- 
ored, The winning plants follow: 

Alma Canning Co., Alma, Ark. ; Good 
Canning Co., Fort Smith, Ark.; Libby, 
MeNeill & Libby, Gridley, Calif.; Sego 
Milk Products Co., plants at Galt and 
Salinas, Calif., Buhl, Idaho, and Rich- 
mond, Utah; Otoe Food Products Co., 
Hamburg, Iowa; Harrison and Jarboe, 
plants at McDaniel and Sherwood, Md. ;

WFA's A“ award is the only war- 
time award being made to the food 
industry. This is by agreement with 
the War Department, in recognition of 
the fact that the WFA award was 
created especially for food processors. 
Previously, the Army-Navy R“ award 
also was made to some food firms. 


Pack Styles for Canned Fish 


The War Food Administration an- 
nounced on May 26 that it will accept 
canned Maine sardines and canned At- 
lantic sea herring tendered for delivery 
in the following sizes and styles of 
pack: No, 300 can, natural style; No. 1 
oval can, mustard or tomato sauce; No. 
% can, mustard or tomato sauce; and 
No. 4 can, oll or mustard. 

Mustard style pack delivered to CCC 
may be not more than 10 per cent of a 
canner’s pack for the year. If mustard 
sauce is used the quantity of sauce per 
case shall conform to the requirements 
of the applicable laws of the State of 
Maine. 


Effective with fish packed on June 1, 
10945, no styles of pack other than the 
above will be accepted without prior 
written authority from a contracting 
officer of the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration, WFA said. 


CCC to Buy Canned Potatoes 


The War Food Administration an- 
nounced on May 26 that the Commodity 
Credit Corporation will receive offers 
to process white potatoes into canned 
white potatoes in accordance with the 
terms and conditions outlined in Form

WPB Lists Procedure to Follow 
in Filing Appeals Under L-317 


In order to expedite appeals for fibre 
shipping containers, filed under Limita- 
tion Order L-317, the Containers Divi- 
sion of the War Production Board has 
advised the Association that the follow- 
ing information must be included: 


1. Square feet and pounds of new 
fibre shipping containers legally used, 
excluding quota free deliveries (and 
wholesale and retail deliveries), during 
1044 by quarters. 

2. Square feet and pounds of new 
fibre shipping containers required for 
each quarter of 1048. 

8. War Manpower Form WPB-3820 
properly executed or a written state 
ment to the effect that no new or in- 
creased production will result from 
granting the appeal. 

4. Carton specifications: 

a. Dimensions of outside container— 
length, width and depth. 

b. Style, kind of material, jute or 
kraft, and test of outside container. 

c. Dimensions, style, kind of mate 
rial, and test of inner box or inner pack- 
ing (if any). 

d. 22 feet and weight per thou 
sand of outer container and inner pack- 
ing. (Separate figures.) 

e. Gross weight of complete package 
when packed. 

f. If more than one size container Is 
used, give quantity of each size used. 

5. If a canner has been engaged ia 
war work, he should furnish footage 
and actual weight (if possible) of con- 
tainerboard used during 1044 and the 
first quarter of 1945 on such war con- 
tracts which have now been terminated. 
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Employers May Pay 55¢ Wage 
Without Prior WLB Approval 


Employers who wish to raise wage 
rates to a point not in excess of 55 
cents an hour may do so without the 
necessity of obtaining approval of the 
National War Labor Board, the Board 
announced May 25. The raising of the 
limit from 50 to 56 cents is in effect 
only a change in procedure, since the 
Hoard has been approving voluntary ad- 
just ments up to a rate of 55 cents an 
hour when the necessary application 
was filed, 


The change was brought about 
through a revision of the Board's Gen- 
eral Order No. 30, which also was 
amended so as to stipulate that in- 
creases between 50 cents and 55 cents 
an hour may not “furnish a basis either 
to increase price ceilings of the com- 
modity or service involved or to resist 
otherwise justified reductions in such 
price ceilings.” Previously this restric- 
tion was applied to increases above 40 
cents an hour, 


Approval of the Board must still be 
obtained for proposed adjustments in 
rates above 50 cents for which price re- 
lief will be sought or which will be used 
to resist otherwise justified reductions 
in price ceilings, as well as for adjust- 
ments above 55 cents an hour which 
may be deemed necessary because of 
the adjustments up to 55 cents made 
without Board approval. 


The revised text of General Order 
No, 80 follows: 


803-30 Increases in Wage or Salary 
Ratea Below 55 cents Per Hour. 

In accordance with the provisions of 
Section 4 of Title II of Executive Order 
1250, increases in wage Or salary rates 
which do not bring such rates above 55¢ 
per hour, may be made without the ap- 
proval of the National War Labor 
Hourd. Increases above 50% per hour 
made hereunder may not, however, fur- 
nish a basis either to increase price ceil- 
ings of the commodity or service in- 
volved. or to resist otherwise justified 
reductions in such price ceilings. 


U. S. Pea Standards Amended 


The War Food Administration 
amended, effective May 21, 1945, the 
United States Standards for Grades 
for Canned Peas that have been in 
effect since May 1, 1942. The changes 
provide for 20 per cent by count of peas 
that may sink in a 10 per cent NaCl 
solution and 10 per cent by count of 
peas that may sink in a 11 per cent 
NaCl solution in Sweet type peas of 
size No. 4 and smaller and blends of 
sizes smaller than No. 5. The changes 
further provide for 30 per cent by count 
of peas that may sink in a 134% per cent 


NaCl solution and 15 per cent by count 
of peas that may sink in a 14% per 
cent NaCl solution in ali sizes of Barly 
type peas.

Death Takes W. B. Stokely 


William Burnett Stokely, 72, died on 
the morning of May 26 at his home in 
Newport, Tennessee. He was the last 
of the four brothers who founded the 
Stokely Brothers Canning Company in 
1898, 

A prominent figure in the canning in- 
dustry for many years, Mr, Stokely 
took an active part in the affairs of his 
firm up until his death, devoting most 
of his time to the management of the 
Stokely farms. He was active also 
in the National Canners Association, 
having served as a Director from 1920- 
22 and 1926-28. 

With his three brothers, John, James, 
and George, Mr. Stokely started with a 
single canning plant at Newport, and 
gradually expanded operations to other 
parts of Tennessee and to other States. 
The firm later merged with Van Camp, 
Inc., and other canning interests, and 
now has plants in the eastern, southern, 
midwestern, and western sections of 
the United States. 

Mr. Stokely is survived by a son, 
W. B. Stokely, Jr., now president of 
Stokely Foods, Inc., four daughters and 
three sisters, all of Newport, and a 
brother, Hugh Stokely of Birmingham. 


Asparagus Standard Amended 


The Federal Security Agency an- 
nounced on May 23 amendments to the 
definition and standard of identity for 
canned asparagus under the Federal 
Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act. This re- 
sulted from the hearing held May 8, 
and since no evidence of controversy 
was found, the amendments were is- 
sued as a final order, effective on pub- 
lication, without prior publication of a 
proposed order. 

The standard will now permit as 
packing medium, water, asparagus juice 
or a mixture of both. Asparagus juice 
is defined as “the clear, unfermented 
liquid expressed from the washed and 
heated sprouts or parts of sprouts of 
the asparagus plant.” Mixtures of 
asparagus juice and water are consid- 
ered to be water for the purpose of 
the standard, 


When asparagus juice is used as a 
packing medium, the standard now re- 


quires that the label shall bear the 
statement “Packed in Asparagus Juice.” 


NWLB Orders 5¢ Bonus Payment 
to California Cannery Workers 


The National War Labor Board has 
directed payment of a bonus of five 
cents an hour for second and third 
shiftwork to employees of 38 fruit and 
vegetable canning companies in north- 
ern California, industry members dis- 
senting, it was announced May 25. The 
bonus has the approval of the Director 
of Economic Stabilization. 

The Director had on April 30 dis- 
approved the Board's previous approval, 
on October 16, of a bonus of seven and 
one-half cents an hour for all work be- 
tween 7 p.m. and 7 a.m. which had 
been directed by the Tenth Regional 
WLB at San Francisco on July 28. 


In disapproving the previous bonus, 
the Director pointed out many second- 
shift hours run after 7 p.m. and that 
the seven and one-half cents was more 
than normally allowable for second- 
shift work. The canneries work two 
10-hour shifts, with many second-shift 
hours falling in what normally are con- 
sidered third-shift hours. 

Approval of the Director of Economic 
Stabilization was acquired because of 
an increase in price ceilings which re- 
sulted from the Board's order, which 
included, besides the night work pre- 
mium, a minimum rate of 70 cents an 
hour, two weeks vacation after five 
years of service, and a reduction of the 
straight-time work week. Former Di- 
rector of Economic Stabilization Fred 
M. Vinson had approved all provisions 
of the Board's October 16, order, except 
the form of the night-work premium. 

The companies are members of the 
California Processors and Growers Inc., 
Oakland, and operate 60 factories which 
employ about 75 per cent of the cannery 
labor in the area, 

The adjustments with respect to shift 
differential, overtime and vacations are 
retroactive to March 1, 1044, the date 
provided for in the contract and agreed 
upon by the companies and the union. 

The previous vacation provision al- 
lowed only one week after one year. 

The Board directed time and one- 
quarter pay to men for the ninth and 
tenth hours of the work day in order 
to give them the same overtime com- 
pensation now being paid to women 
under a State law, and reduced the 
straight-time work week from 60 to 48 
hours. The present practice of time 
and one-half after 10 hours a day and 
double time after 12 hours was ordered 
continued. 


Information Letter 


State average grower prices for apri- 
cots for canning and freezing, to be 
used in constructing processors’ ceiling 
prices for the 1945 packs of canned and 
frozen apricots, were announced jointly 
an May 20 by the War Food Adminis- 
tration and the Office of Price Admin- 
istration. Prices for certain districts, 
types and grades based upon the State 
averages also were announced, These 
prices are the same as those announced 
in 1944. The States affected are Wash- 
ington, Oregon, California and Utah. 

If the average price paid by any 
processor is less than the announced 
price, his ceiling prices for the proc- 
essed apricots will be based only upon 
the actual average price paid. Where 
grower prices are announced by types, 
grades or districts, such as for Califor- 
nia canning apricots, and the average 
price paid is less than the annonunced 
price for each such classification, the 
processor's ceiling prices. will reflect 
this reduced raw material cost. 

In order to participate in the WFA's 
guaranty purchase program, announced 
March 26, for canned apricots, canners 
must pay for each purchase of apricots 
for canning not less than the applicable 
price announced for the raw fruit. 

The following average grower prices 
for apricots for canning and freezing 
were announced in dollars per ton: 
California, 880; other States, $79. 

The following price schedule, shown 
in dollars per ton, represents district 
and grade prices for raw fruit that 
processors should be able to pay under 
the 1945 ceiling price structure for apri- 
cots for canning and freezing in Call 
fornia :

District 1 includes the following counties: Alu- 
meda, Santa Clara, San Mateo, San Benito, Santa 
Crus, and Monterey.

Diego. 


Grower Prices for Apricots for Canning and Freezing Announced 


Grower prices for apricots for can- 
ning and freezing in Oregon and Wash- 
ington in dollars per ton by grades are 
as follows: Grade 1, $85; Grade 2, $51. 
Grade 1 canning apricots are one and 
one-half inches in diameter or larger 
and Grade 2 canning apricots are one 
and one-fourth inches in diameter and 
larger. 

No grade or area price classifications 
were announced for canning and freez- 
ing apricots for States other than Call- 
fornia, Oregon and Washington. 
Grower prices for all States apply at 
processor's customary receiving points, 
and are based upon customary grading 
procedures and tolerances for defective 
fruit. In California it is customary to 
pay one half of the contract price for 
apricots of lower canning quality than 
called for in the contract specifications 
and found in an accepted delivery. 


Grades for Beans and Apricots 


The War Food Administration has is- 
sued, effective June 1, revised United 
States Standards for Grades of Canned 
Green or Wax Beans, and Canned Apri- 
cots, The new standards for green and 
wax beans supersede the standards that 
have been in effect since February 23, 
1933, and the new standards for canned 
asparagus supersede the previous stand- 
ards which have been in effect since 
February 1, 1941. Copies of these 
standards may be obtained by writing 
the Fruit and Vegetable Branch, Office 
of Marketing Services, War Food Ad- 
ministration, Washington 25, D. C. 


Cannery Waste Bulletin Issued 


A new bulletin, “Cannery Waste Dis- 
posal Lagoons,” has now been published 
as Bulletin 20-L of the N. C. A. Re- 
search Laboratories, and copies are be- 
ing distributed to Association members, 
Written by I.. F. Warrick and T. F. 
Wisniewski of the Wisconsin State 
Board of Health, and N. II. Sanborn of 
the N. C. A. Washington Laboratory, 
the bulletin presents the results of ex- 
perimental and industrial use of this 
disposal method as well as recommen- 
dations for construction and operation 
of lagoons for treating cannery waste. 

The work on which the bulletin is 
based was carried on under cooperative 
arrangements between the National 
Canners Association, the Wisconsin 
State Board of Health, and a group of 
six State health departments inelud- 
ing that of Wisconsin, operating under 
un plan known as the Upper Mississippi 
River Basin Sanitary Agreement, 

This method of treatment has especial 
application in areas where public sew- 
age treatment facilities are inadequate 


and where existing methods of factory 
treatment do not suffice to prevent pol- 
lution of streams or creation of odor 
nuisances. Under proper control it has 
given encouraging results and there is 
already evident a substantial and in- 
creasing interest in the use of lagoons, 


Director of Home Food Supply 


Paul C. Stark of Louisiana, Mo., has 
been appointed Director of Home Food 
Supply for the War Food Administra- 
tion and will have charge of the coor- 
dination of activities of the various gov- 
ernment agencies affecting the food 
supply produced on conserved in the 
home. 


The need for maximum effort in home 
food production and conservation is 
emphasized by the severe damage to 
food crops, especially vegetables and 
fruits, resulting from extremely un- 
favorable weather of recent weeks, Ex- 
cessive and continued rains also have 
seriously delayed planting and growth 
of garden and farm crops. 

During the war period Mr. Stark has 
served as vice chairman of the National 
Garden Advisory Committee appointed 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. He 
served also as president of the National 
Victory Garden Institute. 


Ration Point Values for June 


Canned spinach and tomatoes will 
carry a higher point value during the 
rationing period beginning June 3, 
while the point value of canned tomato 
juice and vegetable juice combinations 
containing at least 70 per cent tomato 
juice will be reduced, the Office of 
Price Administration announced May 
81. Point values for all other canned 
vegetables, fruits, juices, meat, fish, 
and milk remain unchanged for the 
June ration period. The new point 
values follow:
